Perez de Cuellar has proved an ex- 
tremely skilful negotialor of late. He is 
chairing the negotiations on a peace sel- 
tlement in the Gulf War, He has now 
come much closer to his longstanding 
aim of sellling the Cyprus conflict. 

The services of an intermediary can nat- 
uralîy only be of use when the time is right, 
politically spenking. The meeting between 
Greek Cypriot Presilent George Vassilioy

tash was held in more favourable circum- 
stances thn anyone coulcl have hopexl for 
only a few months igo. 

The groundwork wus laid mainly by 
the mevctings between Greck Premier 
Andrens Papandrcou and Turkish Pre- 
mier Türgüt Ozal, both of whom 
showed readiness to seek vwlutians to 
their longstancling disputes. 

They also agreed that a setllement ul 
immediale bilateral problenıs, mainly 
meaning disputes in the Acgcan, could 
only be expected once the irksome Cy- 
prus dispute was resolvecl. 

In tie circumstances Mr Vassiliou's 
election as Greek Cypriot hend of stale 
was a rel stroke of good luck. Fe prompt” 
ly showed he wus willing to start clearing 
obstacles thal were largely the handiwork 
of his predecessor, Mr Kypriannu. 

Sefer Perez de Cuellar was then able 
to resurrect his 1985 Cyprus plan, 
which was stymied at the time by Tur- 
kish resislance. He proposed û tederi- 
tion and a transitional government once 
1h Turkish traps Suit if in 1074 wer 
withdrawn. 

The Turkish forces still presen a 
serious problem, Turkey so far having 
insisted that their withdrawal would be 
subject to a political solution having 
been agreed. 

This was a condition the Grecks 
found unacceptable. It was, in the final 
analysis, a matter of trust and confid- 
ence. When the UN secretary-general 
first submitted his proposal Athens and 
Ankara were still implacably at odds. 

They are now keen to foster mutual 
confidence. So the question “who does 
what firsi" nced no longer be seen as 
paramount.

an resistance movement, why he tolerul- 
ed four million refugevs in Pakistan and 
why lhe emerged as one of the most 
forthrigll supporters of the mujagheddin 
in world affairs. 

Zia's nim was to see an Islamic regime 
come to power in Kabul, ù regime that 
would do Pakistan's security interests 
justice. That was why he deliberately 
hacked Ihe fundamentalist wing of the 
resistance Inovenicnl, 

Their hatred of lhe Soviet Union 
seemed to him lo be the safest guarantee 
thal the new Afghanistan would be i 
loyal ally of Pakistan's, Ile ruled out any 
idea of compromise with the Najibullal 
regime, iıstalledl by Moscow in Kabul, 

‘The Sovict invasion of Afghanistan at 
the end of December 1979 upgradeul 
General Zia, who came to power in iû 
1977 coup, overnight. 

From being internationally reviled as 
û despol whose fiddling with the alomic 
bomb was particularly hell aginst him, 
he emerged as the defender of Western 
interests dand Pakistan as an anti-com- 
munist bulwark. 

Ziu was an autocrat bul his instinct 
wus sound, and he made skilful use of 
his country's delicate strategic situatiun 
to offer the United States in particular 
his services as a friend and ally. 

The war in Afghanistan mude Pakis- 
tan the cornerstone of US strategy in 
Central Asia. Had it not heen for Zia's 
assistance America would hardly live 
becn in a position to bring influcnce to 
hear un events in the regiut. 

Pakistan and the United Slates exer(- 
ed the crucial pressure that led, in the fi- 
nal analysis, to the Soviet withdrawal. 
The roles played by Pakistan and the

The Osprey is said to be tailor-made 
to suit US military requirements; ils 
R&D was certainly generously funded 
by the Pentagon. 

An order of 700 Ospreys is planned 
for the US armed forces — for air-sea 
rescue usc, for hunting submarines, for 
aerial reconnaissance, for transport use 

and for special duties such as eleeiroRie 
{“compuicr”) warfare. 

The first prototypes are scheduled 

for delivery in 1991, 


The Osprey ‘will travel at up tû, 
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wenty-five yenrs after lhe first verti- 

cal take-off by a German aircraft,

Dornier are working with Bell and 
Boeing on the VTOL Osprey, a military 
trauısporter which could be converted to 
civilian use, for the US Defence Depart- 
ment.

On the other hund 
il becomes more and more difficult for 
the producer to gain the attention of the 
consumer for his product. 

To attract the attention of o consumer 
to a selling propositlon advertising is fall- 
ing buck on stimulation techniques. Inten- 
sive, “varied und noisy" stimuli are appli- 
ed as well as emotional, and Ee 
surprising, stimuli. 

Advertising, which by its presentation 
more strongly stimulales the consumer, 
has a better chance of making headway 
against competiling advertising. 

As consumers reutt iD a large exlenl 
uulomaltically lo the employment of sti- 
mulation techniques, the consumer's 
knowledge of the market is determine ta 
a considerable extent by the Minulation 
potential of lhe various idverlising cnin- 
paigns., 

In other words, it comes to piloting i- 
tention towards a product ancl with tliat 
to a “hidden persuudlers" influence on the 
mectia public's vicw of the miatrket, 

As has already been mentioned iulver- 
ising today is nitinly involved in comımu- 
nication hy pictures. The picture omic 
nes television and in newspaper ul 
magazine advertising consumers prefer tu 
turt te the illustrations. 

In advertising pictures serve the Hul- 
lowing purposes: 

e they inchor û proluct in the memory 
and so make sure that the product is kept 
in nind,. Fnr cxampc’ the erncaclile sert 
by Lacoste, the sportswear manufnctur- 
ers, or the pink elephant used by Germi 
Railways: 
® they provide an ecmutional experience. 
giving the product an emotional profile. 
For example: thc Wild Went pictures of 
Marlboro cigarettes or the Wells Farge 
Bank; 
® they illustrate a product's qualities. 
For example: illustrating the absorbent 
qualities of various nappies in Pamper ad- 
vertising, manufacturers of babics’ nap”

Pictures are purticularly suitable for 
achieving these aims because they catch 
the eye more, they can make the reality’ 
more credible and can be remembered: 
better than a message in words. 

Pictures can be processed in he mem”. 
‘ary automatically with less effort. This is 
why lhe use of piclures is the ideul way to 
influence passive and uninvolved con” 
sumers. 

From a political point of view this pres”: 
enls problems, If one wants tO regulute’ 

iising-messages included in ad- 
verlîsing it is of prime importance that the 
use of pictures should be regulated also. 
In discussions abou regulating adverts". 
ing this aspect is usually ignored. 

The “manipulation effects” of ndvertis* 
ing can, be trnced to the influence of pic.

Those who expect aclvertising lO per- 
furm an informational function should 
bear these facts in mind. 

Advertising dors include information 
indced. On average helwcen 35 to 4U sec- 
ands would be needed to take in the in- 
formation on an advertising page. 

But the actual transfer of information is 
limited, reduced lo a vicwing time of two 
seconds, so thul the information gleaned 
is only a fragmentary pirt of the whole 
Advertising message, 

‘This is true even for advertising for up- 
market consumer gouds such as cars and 
computers. 

Acivertising will forfeit its information 
function with lhe progressive excess of in- 
formation.

Eye-cateh s the essence, Women 
are eye-catching. The arguments Hbout 
the image of women as presented in adl- 
verlising have sometimes taken on gro- 
tesque forms in a lime of female emiùunci- 
pation and increasing public sensliivity 
t0 women's problems. 

‘The German Aulverlising Council, the 
eel body thit voluntarily exer- 
Urls over Ue iudustcy, puinteul 
ago tat it disapproved of rep- 
ng women in u lisparaging, disre- 
spectful or degrading manner in iulver- 
tHSing. 

"The Council went on lo point out that 
it was not in udlvertisers!’ inlerusts {0 pu- 
Mish antilemale or discriminitory iul- 
vertbing: women's rejection of (he iucl- 
vertising could have im affect on lhe 
pruduct. 

This his been familiar wisdom to il 
vertising executives iuul designers for û 
long lime, and has ensure that tlie du- 
pictiun of naked women in advertiing 
has û rarity value. 

After iut examination uf 2,614 ad- 
verts at the beginning of this year by the 
Aulvertising Council — the organisation 
also deals with public complaints about 
udvertising —~ the controllers confirmed 
hat only five (0.2 per cent) TV ud 
showed nakedness wich hal nothing to 
do with the product advertised. 

There were 26 (lepictions of un- 
clothel wemen. In most cases the depic- 
tion had a direct and obvious connec- 
tion with the product advertised — bath 
salis, stockings, plasters for rhcumat- 
ism, suntan cquipment and so on. 

A recent survey conducicd by the 
Enınid Institute. Bielefeld, showecl how 
women's self-assurance hans changed: 78 
per cent of the women queslioned had 
nathing against displays of female na- 
kedness in advertising. 26 per cent were 
irritated by repeated displays of naked 
females, only four per cent were of- 
fended, while 59 per cent were indiffer- 
ent. 

Another study from Mannheim Uni- 
versity showed how women were «le= 
picled in advertising. They were shown 
in varlous sûctal huckgrounls in {his or- 
der of Irequency: leisure {33 per cent), 
the world of work and careers (21 per 
cent) ancl in third place, the women iı 
fumily life (19 per cent). 

The intage of "the luke wife in the klt- 
chen" has lang been û thing of the punt.

The most frequently quoted thinkers 
at the congress, Ootlob Frege and Lud- 
wig Wilgenslcin, were huth German (Or 
Austrian, in Wittgeustein's CAS). 

And the most extensively discusseul 
philosophical sehool, call with by 
several sections and Al ù colloquy, was 
Edmund Husserl's phenomenology. 

Relatively few philosophers from the 
Federal Republic of Germany were 
present, however: a number of yvunger 
people und a mere five established phi= 
losophy doris.

Far from criticising the industrial use 
of thought, he wanted to reveal this 
fundamental technological aullonk in 
the arls and theology (from God as the 
creator of lhe world to Man as the prod- 
ucer of the idea of God). 

He might well play a leading role as an 
intermediary between adaptation and re- 
jection, between modernistic and natioıi- 
al conservative currents of thought in 
China today. 

Heidegger has been studiecl in China 
for same time, Wei Hsiung, who teaches 
in Peking, was Heidegger's assistant 
from 1933 lu 1930, 

In Germany lıe might well, without 
closer scrutiny, be looked at askance for 
this period in bis life; in China he is held 
in extremely high repute. 

He supervised the translation of Flei- 
degger's Sein und Zeit (Being and Tine) 
into Chinese. Wei Hsiung has worked 
out correlations between Chinese phi- 
losophy and Heidegzer's approach. 

The resolution evident in Heidegger's 
approach to death can, he says, be "com- 
pared with the spiritual strength of Chi 
nese philosophy, which favours peace- 
fully and composeudly facing Ucatih like 
walking home,” 

This resolution may, in Wei Hsiung's 
case, partly relate to the political resulu- 
tion of the Marxism uf his day — and he 
is NOW an Old mûn. 

For the younger generation i leidep- 
ger-enriched Marxim can ne lungur lv 
the home thal ensures composure in the 
face of the death by virtue uf mere com- 
mitment.
